JAPAN OPPOSES PLAN 
FOR BRANCH LEAGUES 


Viscount Ishii Tells Assem- 
bly Such Organizations 

Would Create Suspicions 

and Intrigues. 
By the Aseorctated 

GENEVA, Ft pg 11.—Spain to- 
day resigned from the League of 
Nations. 

The official communique issued 
at League headquarters reads: 

“The Secretary-General of the 
League of Nations this morning re- 
ceived through the Spanish Consu! 
at Geneva a note from the Spanish 
Government giving formal notic-, 
according to article one of the 
League covenant, that Spain will 
withdraw from the League on the 
expiration of two years from date 
of receipt of the note by the Sec- 
retary-Genera!l. The document has 
been circulated to all members of 
the League.” 

The Spanish note ts said to be 
couched in the most friendly terma 


and wishes All success to the 
League. 
Suggestions for creating several 


continental Leagues as branches of 
the League of Nations were op- 
posed yesterday by Viscouht Ishii 
of Japan in an address before the 
Assembly. Viscount Ishii said such 
organizations would create misun 
derstandings, suspiciors and 
ee They would endanger 
peace by starting fresh antagu- 
nisms. . 
French Army Redaction. 

The proposed reductions in the 
Irench army have created consid- 
erable interest in Geneva indicating 
many of the delegates to the 
League that nations will reduce 
armament burdens without a writ- 
ten convention. 
| The spokesman of the German 
delegation declined to commen: 
upon the significance of the French 
project and allowed it to be under- 
stood that the Germans were more 
interested in the French intentions 
regarding the forces of occupzition 
in the HKhineland than tn the size 
of the French army maintained on 
her own soil. 

The delegates who have been fol- 
lowing disarmament problems par- 
ticularly and who had been dis- 
mayed over the lack of concord 
shown by members of the technical 
committees preparing for the dis- 
armament conference, said they 
were becoming convinced that the 
disarmament problem will take 
care of itself. Each State for eco- 
nomic reasons, they believe, will 
reduce its armament burden in 
proportion to the security it is con- 
vinced it possesses. 

News that Spain had definitely 
decided to resign from the League 
‘of Nations was first given in an As- 
‘sociated Press dispatch, relayed 
over the Spanish border to Hen- 
daye, France, last Tuesday. 

The dispatch said the resignation 
had been agreed upon at a Cabinet 
council Tuesday, presided over by 
King Al‘onso, and that_a note had 
been prepared for dispatch to Ge- 
neva. 

The delay in forwarding the res- 
| ignation Was explained in Geneva 
yesterday as being due to the 
| Spaniards’ desire not to embarrass 
‘the entry of Germany into the 
League. 

The Spanish resignation follows 
rejection of her demand for a per- 
manent seat on ee League Coun- 
cil. 

New Agreement Helieves Tension 
in Occupied Zone,

BERLIN, Sept. 11.—Germary's 
entry into the League already haa 
borne fruit. It is announced that 
German and allied govern- 
ments have agreed to further im- 
provement of conditions in the oc- 
cupied territory.
